Queretaro, Mexico, January 30.—The 
constitutional assembly today passed 
article of the constitution, which 
provides that the presidént of the re- 
public may expel without prior trial 
foreigners whose presence in the repub- 
lic is considered troublesome. The ar- 
ticle also provides that foreigners may 
not take part in politics, make de- 
nouncements of land, acquire landed 
property or acquire concessions to ex- 
ploit the products of the soil unless 
they renounce their character as for- 
eigners and the protection of their gov- 
ernment and remain completely subject 
in this respect to the laws and author- 
ities of the nation. 

The assembly also passed articles 
which provide that the nation owhs all 
natural resources. Only Mexicans, or 
foreigners who relinquish treaty rights, 
can acquire right of possession of lands 
and water. No church may acquire or 
administer or possess real estate. Com- 
mercial or oil companies or manufac- 
turers of oil may hold no more land than 
is necessary for their purposes. For- 
eigners who acquire property by waiv- 
ing their rights, forfeit it if they in- 
voke the aid of their governments. For- 
eigners may not acquire land within 
110 kilometers of the border or fifty 


kilometers from the shore. In no case 
may they acquire direct control of land 
or water. 

Under this article religious associa- 
tions may not be able to take mortgages 
on real estate. All church titles and 
mortgages pass to the national govern- 
ment and may be denounced by popu- 
lar action. All churches are declared 
to be the property of the nation, whien 
will determine how many of them will 
be permitted to use for their original 
purposes. All seminaries, colleges, con- 
vents and asylums or buildings of re- 
ligious association constructed for the 
purpose of religious learning pass to 
the nation, which will use them for 
the public services of the nation. No 
commercial or stocK company may ac- 
quire, possess or administer agricultu- 
ral tands, according to these arficles.

New York, January 30.—From the 
files of a Wall street brokerage house 
congressional inquisitors today brought 
to light private and confidential tele- 
| grams regarded in some quarters as 
definitely indicating that there was a 
“leak” on President Wilson’s recent 


peace note. 

The most sensational telegram, con- 
taining a brief but remarkably accu- 
rate forecast of the note, was sent by 
E. F. Hutton & Co., one of the largest 
brokerage houses in Wall street, over 
its private wires to scores of other 
brokers throughout the country on the 
afternoon of December 20, more than 
three hours before the first copies of 
the note were handed to newspaper 
men by Secretary Lansing. 

At the time the Hutton message was 
sent, according to the testimony of Sec- 
retary Lansing before the committee in 
Washington, no one in this country 
Save persons connected with the prep- 
aration and dispatch of- the note, had 
as much information regarding its con- 
tents as the message revealed. The 
note previously had been sent abroad 
in code. Publication of the note fol- 
lowed transmission of the Hutton mes- 
sage to various brokers by more than 
ten hours. 

Brother-in-Law of Wilson.

Baruch Won $476,168. 

Bernard Baruch, Wall street specula- 
tor,  3$00,U00U contributor to the last 
democratic campaign fund and heavy 
short seller preceding the issuance of 
President Wilson's recent peace note, 
testified at the inquiry that his profits 
on the market between December 
and December 23 were $476,168. 

Every cent of this profit, he de- 
clared, was due te his foresight in in- 
terpreting speeches by Von Bethmann- 
Hoilweg and David Lloyd-George as 
meaning peace was coming.

MR. BIGELOW’S TIRADE. 


Poultney Bigelow, author, globe-trotter, 
diplomat, et cetera, became rampant in 
Toronto the other day, and in an address be- 
fore the Canadian club he boiled over and 
said some things which can do neither him 
nor his country any good. 

Certainly it was not the address of an 
American patriot. 

Of the consular gervice Bigelow sald: 


“It is made up of broken-down, wheezy 
political bosses, worn-out lawyers and 
dentists, broken brokers, men who could 
not earn a living at any honest or re- 
aspectable business. 

“These are the men I find I have to 89 
to as representing the majesty of my 
nation, and I have to sew my pockets uP 
before I enter their offices. Then I have 
to turn from his door and go to the 
British consulate to get what I want. 


Such a statement as that every intelligent 
American knows to be mere cant. 

Mr. Bigelow himself has had experience 
in the consular service of the United States, 
and he must know that, whatever may have 
been true in his day, the personnel of this 
service has undergone vast improvement 
during recent years, and that the picture he 
paints of the service as a whole today is 
absolutely untrue. 

We all must admit—the administration 
recognizes the fact—that there still is room 
for improvement; but improvement is being 
made constantly. 

Speaking of neutrality, the American dip- 
lomat-author said that his country is afflicted 
with “calamity palsy” in an “effort to pre- 
serve benevolent neutrality,” and he de 


clared: 

“The motto: ‘In God we trust,’ illu- 
mirniates the American cent, but nothing 
else. If Great Britain lost hold upon the 
United States, German gunboats would 
sail up the Hudson and Mississippi and 
sweep everything before them. 

“Then we will come crawling and 
whining to Montreal and Toronto for 
protection.” 


Had an avowed enemy of the United 
States uttered such a mendacious harangue 
it would pass unnoticed, but because of what 
Bigelow has been it calls for rebuke. And 
if this really expresses Mr. Bigelow’s feelings 
toward the United States it is pertinent to 
inquire, then, why does he not forswear his 
claim to protection by this country, get out 
of it, and stay out? 

A man who will cross the boundary lines 
of the United States and utter such senti- 
ments as he has against the best interests— 
against the very sacred traditions and poli- 
cies—of his country is no longer a desirable 
citizen. The United States is not the place 
for him. 


GOOD ROADS “MONUMENTS.” 


Two counties out in Oklahoma recently 
were presented 26 miles of highway by for- 
mer Governor Charles N. Haskell, which the 
donor had improved at a ‘cost of $4,000 a 
mile, a total of $104,000. 

The former governor said that he wants 
to leave this as his “monument” when he 
dies: and surely he could do nothing for his 
state that would more certainly insure a 
perpetuation of his memory or a genuine 
reverence for his name. 

That particular stretch of roadway im- 
provement may not in itself, but the good 
example that it sets certainly will outlive 
any structure that could be erected in 
marble or granite. The road itself, of 
course, will in time disintegrate and need 
mending; but the mending of it from time 
to time will only as often renew thoughts, 
and loving thoughts, of the man who con- 
ceived and carried into execution the idea 
of thus sowing a seed which is bound to 
grow into an everlasting benefit to the com- 
monwealth which honored him and which he 
served in office. 

In usefulness, practical good to commu- 

nity and state, there is nothing that can be 
of greater benefit to a greater number than 
a good public highway. 
This public-spirited former governor of 
a rising young state will, let us hope, live 
many years himself to enjoy, along with his 
fellow-citizens, the blessings of his great 
gift, and that which he gave—the spirit im- 
pldanted—can never die.

An Apt Illustration 
Of Bond Issue Advantage 


Editor Constitution: Having noticed in 
this morning’s Constitution a card from Mr. 
J. W. Swann with, reference to bond issue, in 
which he takes the position that we should 
get the necessary improvements out of an 
increased tax rate rather than issue bonds, 
it has occurred to me that the following 
illustration might throw light on the weak- 
ness in his position. 

Suppose a man with a large family owns 
a splendid residence lot which is lying idle 
while he is paying rent for a home. The lot 
would be the basis of credit on which he 
could borrow sufficient money to build a 
five-room house that would accommodate 
his family. Instead of doing this, however, 
he scrapes up each year, from the money 
he has been paying as rent, a small amount. 


With the money of the first year he builds 
one room on his lot and moves his entire 
family into this one room, without bathroom

or other convenience. A second year he adds 
the bathroom. The third year he adds an- 
other room to the house, etc It is true that 
at the end of the five years he will have the 
five-room house and will not Owe any debt, 
but it is also true that the house will cost | 
him, built in piecemeal, much more than it 
would have cost if it had been built all at 
one time. It is also possible that his family 
will have been rendered sick by reason of 
the lack of sanitary conveniences at first, 
and by having been crowded together in one 
room when they should have had five rooms, 
and in any event they will certainly have

ly have made them ill, and less efficient in 

their work.

VALUE OF EDUCATION | 
TO WOMAN IS SHOWN 
BY DR. MacCRACKEN 


LIVE STOCK INDUSTRY 
POSSIBILITIES SHOWN 
IN GEORGIA COUNTIES 


Declaring that there is no such thing 45 
“the new woman,” but that through edu- 
cation and hard work woman is again tak- 
ing her proper place in the world’s work, Dr. 
Henry Noble MacCracken, president of Vas- 
sar college, delivered five addresses in At- 
lanta Tuesday. 

Tuesday morning he spoke to the stu- 
dants of four girls’ high schools, and in 
the afternoon addressed the Drama league. 

The woman of today is but a reproduction 
of the woman of the seventeenth century, 
according to Dr. MacCracken’s idea. She 
has reached the point she now occupies be- 
cause of the fact that she realizes she has a 
work to do in the world, and that her “job” 
is not alone sitting in a parlor looking “pret- 
ty.” This is how the doctor explains it: 

“The so-called new woman is no different 
from her sister of the seventeenth century, 
In those days women were housewives be- 
cause there was no other way to get the 
housework done; they were doctors because 
there was nobody else to trust doctors work 
to; they were teachers because there were 
no other teachers; they were the spiritual 
and mental guides of their communities, 

“But within the last century the multipli- 
cation of machinery and the division of la- 
bor deprived women of those functions and 
robbed them of their initiative. That is the 
important point—the multiplication of ma- 
chinery and the division of labor—for by it 
the human race, both male and female, par- 
ticularly the moneyed class, until the last 
few years was in danger of retrogression. 

“America has the largest class of idlers 
in the world. If our aristocracy—if you 
want to call it that—had gone on as it was 
forty years ago, doing absolutely nothing, it 
would have been a class of degenerates to- 
day. Women were worthless, mere social 
butterflies, fragile toys, beauty in a glass 
cage. 

“Then came the feminist movement, and 
education, which is nothing more nor less 
than a revival of the woman of the seven- 
teenth century. Education is giving women 
something to do during the eight working 
hours of the day. And by education I mean 
all sorts of varied interests, social work, wel- 
fare work, civic enterprises, building hospi- 
tals, community theaters, schools, organiza- 
tion of mothers’ clubs and parent-teachers’ 
associations.” 

The doctor left Atlanta Tuesday night. He 
was the guest of the Vassar Alumnae as- 
sociation of Atlanta. 


Minerals Contribute Large 
Share of State’s Wealth 


Editor Constitution: We read with espe- 
cial interest your editorial of November 26, 
1916, entitled “Watch the South.” We were 
particularly impressed with the fact that the 
general impression of the north and east, as 
indicated by Babson, as well as the news- 
papers and the average layman of the south, 
is that the prosperity of the south after the 
war depends upon the products of agricul- 
ture, and you mention in this editorial that 
seventy-five per cent of the products whose 
market price must strengthen with the close 
included such prod- 
ucts as apples, cotton, cotton seed oil, lum- 
ber, oranges, pitch, pork, rosin, tar, tobacco 
and turpentine. You do not seem to realize 
that the future prosperity of the south after 
the war is as dependent upon the continued 
prosperity of our mines and minerals, and the 
future development of these mines and min- 
erals aS upon our agricultural development. 
The continued prosperity and the future de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of the 
south depends not only upon efficient meth- 
ods and processes of extraction of these min- 
erals, but primarily depends upop the pro- 
tection which will be given by our govern- 
ment after the war. The unusual activity 
in the development of mines and minerals 
in the south today is due to a natural tariff 
wall made possible by the European war. 
The present prosperity of the present Car- 
tersville district, Georgia, is due absolutely 
to the production of their minerals. About 
one thousand tons of barytes is being daily 
shipped from the Cartersville district, which 
means the removal of at least five or six 
thousand yards of earth per day to amount 
to this tonnage of barytes. The weekly pay- 
roll of the Cartersville district from her 
mines is now $20,000. Before the war it 
was not more than several thousand. Under 
normal conditions barytes is brought into 
this country, and laid down at coast points 
at $3 per ton, there: being no tariff upon 
this material.. The freight rate on barytes 
from Georgia to eastern points is approxi- 
mately $4 per ton, while the operator in Geor- 
gia should obtain at least $3 per ton at the 
mines to carry on a profitable business. The 
manufacturing concerns in the east have ob- 
tained a high tariff on materials in which 
barytes are used, so that the foreign man- 
ufacturer cannot compete in this country 
with the eastern manufacturer in the sale of 
lithophones and other articles manufactured 
from barytes, but the southern operator is 
not protected, so that under normal condi- 
tions it is impossible to develop such mining 
properties on a commercial basis. 

Bauxites are found only in the south, 
namely, in Arkansas, Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama. There is no tariff on bauxite, and 
unless a tariff is placed on these materials 
the development of these deposits in the 
south will have materially decreased after 
the European war. 

The south produces practically two-thirds 
of the clays used in the manufacture of pa- 
per and pottery produced in this country. 
With praper protection this industry in Geor- 
gia aloye could be increased by the annual 
production of more than one hundred and 
fifty to two hundred thousand tons. The 
developments of our electro chemical indus- 
tries and our mines and minerals is depend- 
ent upon the protection afforded by the goy- 
ernment, and it is the future development of 
the mines and minerals as well as our agri- 
cultural products that will assure the prog- 
perity of the south after the war. 

Only a few of the minerals dependent up- 
on protection are listed. The prevalent opin- 
ion among many Georgians is that Georgia 
contains most any mineral, but not enough 
of any one has been sheltered by the nat- 
ural tariff advantages made possible by the 
European war.

Convention Bureau has re-elected Fred 
Houser, known in every convention city in 
the United States as “Cousin Fred,” as sec- 
retary of the bureau.

With the co-operation of J. D. Price, com- 
missioner of agriculture, the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph company has just 
Published a book giving a comprehensive re- 
port wpon the extent and possibilities of the 
live stock industry in twenty-two Georgia 
counties. It is shown that the value of the 
industry would be close to $8,000,000, provided 
the growers could market what they could 
produce during the coming year. 

In 1916 the growers had on hand 184,616 
hogs of an average weight of 150 pounds 
each, worth, selling at 7 cents per pound, 
$1,938,468. If assured of a market, they would 
raise this year 120,026, which would make 
the 1917 yield, under these conditions, 304,- 
642 hogs, which would reach in selling price 
$3,198,741. 

In the same counties in 1916 there were 
72,779 head of cattle, weighing 68,223,200 
pounds, and worth $2,911,160. A total of 46,- 
390 additional cattle is promised for 1917, 
making the output worth $4,766,760. 

The census was taken in the follow- 
ing counties: Baldwin, Bibb, Bleckley, 
Butts, Crawford, Dooly, Henry, Houston, Jas- 
per, Jones, Macon, Monroe, Newton, Pulaski, 
Putnam, Spalding, Talbot, Taylor, Twiggs, 
Upson, Washington and Wilkinson. 

The information in regard to the live 
stock is given in tabulated form, with ad- 
dresses and telephone numbers of the farm- 
ers. Those interested in the industries may 
secure the books. The book was compiled 
in the office of Chauncey Smith, in charge 
of the long distance development department. 

In regard to the motive of publishing the 
book, L. C. Jennings, special agent for the 
Southern Bell Telephone company, said that 
there was 4 desire to increase the prosperity 
of the state by stimulating the hog and cat- 
tle raising industry to guard against the 
financial losses that come with the boll 
weevil, which is rapidly moving toward more 
of the cotton raising counties of the state. 

Georgia hogs are being shipped in large 
quantities to Indianapolis, Chicago, New 
York and other markéts, accordimg to Mr. 
Jennings, and are being classed in the same 
rating as the highly-advertised choice west- 
ern meats. ‘ 

The packing houses where Georgia hogs 
and cattle are marketed are in Atlanta, Way- 
cross and Moultrie, Ga., Andalusia, Ala., and 
Jacksonville, Fla. From the census analysis 
of the figures it is shown that Georgia is 
losing over $1,000,000 on hogs alone, and on 
cattle almost $2,000,000 because of lack of 
markets.

VICTOR HUGO’S WORKS 
CROWDED WITH HEROES, 
STATES BISHOP QUAYLE 


“The works of Victor Hugo are crowded 
with heroes, but in Jean Val Jean are all the 
heroes of Hugo poured into one life,” said 
Bishop William A. Quayle, of St. Louis, Mo., 
a noted preacher, lecturer and author, in a 
scholarly and effective lecture before a large 
audience last night at the Ponce de Leon 
Avenue Methodist church. 

“The three great heroes of classical liter- 
ature, Achilles of the Iliad, Aeneas of the 
Aeneid and Ulysses of the Odyssey, were gi- 
gantic masters of men’s minds, but Achilles 
sulked, Aeneas whimpered, and Ulysses was 
not homesick for his wife,” said he.* “Jean 
Val Jean is the great hero of literature.” 

Bishop Quayle said that Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne was the master of American prose, 
and was a great master of the soul, but that 
there were no heroes in his work, that Thack- 
eray was the master of English novelists, 
having created a hero in Henry Bsmond, but 
that we can never be quite sure that 
Thackeray is not making fun of his heroes. 
He pictured life in all of its phases. But 
Victor Hugo, said he, comes like the blowing 
of a gale from the sea with a multitude of 
heroes. 

“There is more in the five books of ‘Les 
Miserables’ that ought not to be there than 
in any other five books I ever read in all 
my life,” said the bishop. “Nevertheless, there 
is a strangeness about those books which 
makes them seem always up-to-date and 
‘nowish,’ despite the fact that most books 
grow old. The reason is that ‘Les Misera- 
bles’ tells of the city and poverty and these 
are always with us.” , 

At this juncture Bishop Quayle delivered 
a magnificent apostrophe to the city, deal- 
ing with the two sides of city life, the one 
with all the crime, squalor, loneliness and 
shame of the city, and the other, with the 
chiming of church bells, the lighted ways, 
the happy children, and other features of 
the brighter side of city life. 

“Jean Val Jean was a city man,” said he. 
“He was born in the country, but got to the 
city, and couldn’t find his way out. Why 
would anybody leave the country, with the 
blue sky above and room in the Sraveyard: 
when one dies, to live in a flat?” 

In recalling the theft of Jean Val Jean, he 
said further: “Penury does not drive people 
to crime. The majority of those in the peni- 
tentiaries are men who lack a virile, ethical 
attitude. I have not seen any man who had 
to steal. There are hundreds of hands al- 
ways ready to help the honest man. Jean Val 
Jean was out of employment. He was driven 
about in an effort to find work, and was re- 
fused and buffeted everywhere.

Exhibits Have Been Install- 
ed and All Preliminary Ar- 
rangements Made for the 
Opening Thursday Night. 


Since the Southeastern Land show 
has actually begun to take on visible 
proportions, indicating that it will 
prove to be not only better and broad- 
er than even its promotors had hoped

RETAIL MERCHANTS | 
KEEP OLD OFFICERS 


W. W. Orr Will Again Serve 
as President—Mayor Can- 
dler, Judge Luke and Sam- 
uel Davis Speak. 


W. W. Orr, president of the Atlanta 
Retail Merchants’ association; E. H. 
Cone, first vice president, and W. 5S. 
Byck, second vice president, were re- 
elected at the annual banquet and elec- 
tion held by the association Tuesday 
night at the Piedmont hotel. 

The meeting was featured by the 
attendance of Mayor Asa G. Candler, 
Judge Roscoe Luke and Samuel A. Da- 
vis, efficiency expert, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, as the honor guests. Judge Luke 
was warmly welcomed by the Atlanta 
merchants and congratulated on his re- 
cent elevation to the supreme court of 
appeals bench of the state. 

Following an unusually pleasing ban- 
quet President Orr made his annual ad- 
dress to the members, praising the or- 
ganization and disclosing the myriad 
of details worked out and the many ac- 
complishments of the organization dur- 
ing the past year. He ended his ad- 
dress with an expression of apprecia- 
tion to the association for the honor 
they had paid him. 

Pays Tribute to Association. 

‘In his address to the association, Mr. 
Orr paid particular attention to the 
streneth and power of the association. 
In part he said: 

“To give some idea of the organic 
strength possible for us to bring to bear in 
behalf of the best interest of our members, 
not including the organic strength of some 
two hundred-odd members of the Mer- 
chants’ Credit association, our members 
have a net capital worth of about $9,000,- 
000, on which they do an annual business 
approximating $20,000,000. They have about 
4,000 employees to whom they pay annual- 
ly around $3,000,000 The members of the 
Atlanta Retail Merchants’ association pay 
into the city of Atlanta in taxes and 
licenses about $60,000 annually and pay to 
Fulton county. not including state tax, some 
$35,000 annually. Their annual rent ap- 
proximates $1,000,000. 

“To get a better idea of the annual ex- 
pense account—it is equal to $30 for every 
Atlanta citizen—$175 for every student en- 
rolled in Atlanta’s public schools—over $3 
for every $1 in postoffice receipts; and, if 
put in $1 bills, end to end, they would reach 
over 500 miles and be more than two and 
one-half times the total mileage of At- 
lanta’s street railway system.”’ 

Mayor Candler, the first of the honor 
guests to speak, praised the association 
for the work it had accomplished and 
stressed the need of co-operation be- 
tween the merchants and business men 
of Atlanta with the city officials in or- 
der to reach that goal of effectiveness 
and ‘businesslike administration which 
it is his desire to give the city.

WIDER HOME PLATE 
FAVORED BY TENER 


New York, January 30.—President Te- 
ner, of the National league, said today 
that he will submit to the joint rules 
cemmittee which meets here next 
month, a recommendation to ee get 
the width of the home plate from 17 
to 18 inches, and send a batsman to 
first base on three balls. Such a change, 
he declared, would bring about the de- 
sired increase in batting. 

‘“[ believe simply sending a bDats- 
man to first base on three balls instead 
of four would be too great a change and 
would throw the balance too much in 
favor of the batsman,” Tener said. 

‘T believe increasing the width of 
the plate would have more of a psycho- 
logical effect than an actual one. The 
pitcher, knowing the plate has been 
widened, would have more confidence in 
his ability to get the ball over, while 
the batsman, also conscious of the in- 
creased width of the plate, would feel 
he had to hit the ball instead of trying 
to wait for a base on balls.”’
